Geneva, June 11.— (Associated! 
Press)—Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt^ 
was unanimously re-elected presi¬ 
dent of the International Woman 
Suffrage Alliance at this morning's 
session of its congress here. She 
agreed to accept the office, it was 
•announced, despite her declaration in 
a speech yesterday that she felt com¬ 
pelled-to retire. 


The Times, in view of many in¬ 
quiries In connection with regis¬ 
tration, is asked to state the law 
with regard to British subjects 
who have married aliens. 

The Naturalisation Act of Can¬ 
ada, enacted last year, says in 
Section II.: "The wife of a British 
subject shall be deemed to be a 
British subject, and the wife of an 
alien shall be deemed to be an 
alien." 

This prevents British women 
who have married Americans reg¬ 
istering unless they are natural¬ 
ized under the succeeding sub¬ 
clause of the same section.

Details of the new Air Board fly¬ 
ing station at Jericho Beach have 
been received by members who have 
been, appointed to the personnel. 
Twelve machines are on the way out 
to Vancouver, all of them old coun¬ 
try seaplanes and flying boats of the 
highest quality. These twelve will 
consist of six Avro seaplane*, and 
six flying boats. In the flying boats 
there are two each of three different 
varieties, including two of the fam¬ 
ous Porte machines. The Portes are 
capable of taking she passengers 
each, and are equipped with two 
250 Rolls-Royce engines each. Small 
tractors are also being obtained to 
move the larger machines. 

The site selected is Jericho Beach, 
at Point Grey, where foreshore 
rights have been secured and ample 
land leased from the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment, and the County Golf Club, 
respectively. Two main hangars I 
are to be erected, and a Bessoneau 
in addition, to blouse the machine, I 
only a few of which will J>e on ser- I 
vice at any one time. 

The personnel is due to arrive on 
July 1, and will include 25 officers 
and men—or rather flying inen and 
mechanics, for there are no ranks in 
the civil service employment under 
which the station is to be managed. 

Government flying will commence 
this Summer, and a variety of useful 
wdrks have been proposed for the 
seaplanes and flying boats. The 
flying men of the Province are very 
pleased with the choice of machines, 
stating them to be eminently suit¬ 
able for the work on the Pacific 
Coast. From preliminary arrange¬ 
ments it appears likely that the 
first Government Air Station in this 
Province will be of such greater Im¬ 
portance and magnitude than was 
even hoped by the greatest en¬ 
thusiast of aeronautical develop¬ 
ment.

Mayor Wants an End of 
"Pussyfooting" on Taxa¬ 
tion Projects 


With its future surrounded by un¬ 
certainty. the ill-fated Underground 
Area By-Law will be brought be- J 
fore the City Council for final con¬ 
sideration Monday night. 

This measure, which provides for 
a tax on all city basements extend¬ 
ing under the streets, was brought 
before the Council first at the be¬ 
ginning of the year and has been 
playing the foie of an aldermanlc 
football ever since. As soon as its 
provisions became known strong op¬ 
position to It was launched by nu¬ 
merous business and property 
owners. As a result. It lay on the 
City Council file for months, being 
tabled for a week each time the 
Council met. Then It was revived 
a few weeks ago and was about to 
be put through Us final reading 
when a delegation of business men 
appeared before the Council and de¬ 
clared that It was unfair and would 
tax non-revenue-producing property. 

The plea of this delegation was so 
strong that, when the By-Law came 
up for discussion on the following 
Monday, some of Its most enthu¬ 
siastic backers turned around and 
admitted that they had changed 
their minds. In order that all might 
have an opportunity to digest its 
provisions more thoroughly it was 
laid over until next Monday. 

Some of the r aldermen are com¬ 
pletely opposed to the By-Law, while 
others are Just as determined that 
It shall be passed. Whether It can 
secure a majority Is extremely 
doubtful. 

Mayor Will Support 

Mayor Porter Is expected to lead 
the attack for the By-Law. “We 
have tried to get revenue from vari¬ 
ous directions," he remarked when 
discussing the measure recently, 
"and then. Just as we are about to 
Impose a tax, opposition Is raised to 
it—very naturally—and we ‘pussy¬ 
foot’ and decide to seek funds in 
some other way. That has happen¬ 
ed several times, and, as a result, 
the overburdened land Is still bear¬ 
ing almost the total weight of the 
city’s costs. Its about time we made 1 
up our minds on a tax and then J 
stood by it to the last ditch. Aa a I 
matter of fact, there will be strong j 
opposition to any tax we propose. I 
Anyone whom we propose to tax will j 
say the tax Is unfair and that he ; 
cannot afford to pay It The faot j 
remains that we have got to have : 
more money. I consider that this. 
tax on basements is perfectly fair 
and I don’t propose to be swerved I 
from It" , 

Another By-Law which provides | 
for a tax on signs, balconies, awnings i 
and other appliances installed on 
and over the streets is being pre¬ 
pared by City Bollclfor H. S. Pringle, 
at present In accordance with the 
Councirs instructions. It Is expect¬ 
ed to raise a storm of protest and It 
is freely phophesled by the City Hall 
that It will suffer the same fate that 
seems to be overhanging the Under¬ 
ground Area By-Law.

He said: "We went to the School 
Board, and were told that there were 
no funds, and that therefore we must 
apply to the Council. The district Is 
growing rapidly, and I understand 
there are some twehty children 
waiting who cannot * get into the 
school under present circumstances. 
Unfortunately the children who are 
awaiting accommodation are mostly 
very small children, who cannot go 
far. Another room would look after 
the needs of the children of the dis¬ 
trict four or five more years. We 
were told that the basement might 
be fitted up, but that is used for a 
playground in wet weather, and the 
situation would not be satisfactory. 

Reeve Watspn: Did the Board tell 
you that money had been refused for 
McKenzie Avenue School by this 
Council? 

Mr. Stubbs replied that they had 
been referred from the Board to the 
Council. Nothing was said about a 
money by-law. 

Reeve Watson remarked that it 
was surprising such a statement 
should be made. In view of the fact 
that no official application had ever 
been made by the Board to the 
Council regarding Inadequate accom¬ 
modation at that school. „ 

Statements were then made.to the 
Council with regard to the over¬ 
crowding at the school by Miss 
Drennan, a teacher, who said that a 
large number were expected to Join 
the school in September. She did 
not think the idea to use the base¬ 
ment as a classroom would be sat¬ 
isfactory, as It was not available in 
winter, now being in use for a play¬ 
ground. 

Mr. Stubbs observed, that he had 
been told some of the pupils had to 
sit at the teachers' desks, some 
classes being so overcrowded. 

Miss Drennan observed that the 
District School Inspector had de¬ 
scribed the conditions as greatly 
overcrowded. 

There was a* chorus of protest at 
this time from parents who objected 
to have children educated In base¬ 
ments. 

Basements Not Ideal. 

The Reeve: I can well agree that 
basements are not the best for 
teaching, but we have used one for 
a long time elsewhere. 

Reeve Watson Indicated that the 
School Board had a number of 
school extensions which might entail 
a sum of $ 20,000 or so concerned for 
which they might have called for a 
by-law, but the Board had not asked 
for It 

Mr. Stubbs: We are not here to 
blame anyone, but to get some in¬ 
formation. 

Councillor Terrell believed, that If 
the Parent-Teachers’ Association 
would use the same energy in edu¬ 
cating the people to pass a school 
by-law as they did In getting up the 
deputations they would secure the 
passage of a by-law for school ex¬ 
tension. 

Councillor Dooley hoped the depu¬ 
tation would use Its influence to In¬ 
duce the Government to take over 
complete control of the schools. 

Pending that decision Councillor 
Clark thought the deputation might 
induce the ratepayers . at large to 
support a school by-law, but the j 
Council had to go carefully in that j 
matter because of the threat of se¬ 
cession which had come from Ward I 
VI. earlier in the year. 

Reeve Watson declared that the 
deputation must not go away with 
the idea that he was hostile to the 
schools, he was Just as strong for 
good schools as ever. As a matter 
of fact, said the Reeve, the School 
Board was spending more money in 
current expenditure in Saanich than 
the CounoIL 

Power of Associations. 

'the majority of the delegation 
was astonished, but some of the wo¬ 
men declared it was the right policy. 

In indicating that the deputation 
wquld go back to the Board, Mr. 
Stubbs observed: “These Parent- 
Teachers’ Associations are going to 
be a power in the district I may 
say that most of us have -got chil¬ 
dren, and we are going to look after 
those children.”
